FARM MACHINERY 
HUGE AID TO WAR EFFORT 


“The marvelous manner in which 


Western Canada has shouldered its 
share in the recent Victory Loan, and 
the contribution it is making in furn- 
ishing men with mechanical know- 
ledge and experience is a real inspir- 
ation,” said John Martin, Advertising 
Manager of Massey-Harris Company, 
when in town the other day. “Pre- 
vious experience with the mechanized 
equipment of the farm is standing us 
in good siead in furnishing men whose 
training fitted them for mechanized 
warfare. 

“Of all phases of War _=srequire- 
ments,” said Mr Martin, “The oniy 
one in which we were in any way pre- 
pared beforehand was that of agri- 
culture, 

Machines developed in recent years 
to lower production costs to meet the 
low prices for farm products have 
made possible the production of pro- 
digious volume with but a fraction of 
the manpower previously re uired.

In a war in which machines were 
going to be an important factor in de- 
termining the issue, Mr Martin stated, 
Canadian agriculture was in a wonder- 
ful position to make a telling contri- 
bution,

effort became more clarified, he fore-

LIBERATOR OF POLAND 


Musical Genius Left Piano to Unite 
His Country. 


New York— Ignace Jan Paderewski 
80, former premier of Poland, and 
world famous pianist, died at the Hot- 
el Buckingham. He had been ill one 
week. 

The great musician's death was caus 
ed by pneumonia which he at first 
was seemed destined to overcome, but 
from which he became gravely ill 
last Friday. 

Paderewski had made his home at 
the hotel for more than a year, dur- 
ing which period he spent his time 
working in the interest of Polish de- 
fence and more recently in promoting 
the sale of United States defence 
bonds. 

He had not actively appeared on the 
concert stage for some time but spent 
his leisure moments at the “keyboard 
of the instrument through which he 

gained world-wide fame.

Referring to the position of his 
Company in Canada, M: Martin said 
that “il was experiencing the great- 


est business expansion since 1929, at 
which time a new high mark had been 
established. Farm income, according 
to Canadian Government siatistics 
was up more than 25 perc: ni as com- 
pared to 19386 and was almost double 
that of 1932. In Alberia, the income 
from livestock and anima! producis 
in 1940 ws the highest ever, being ov- 
er 16 per cent greater than in the peak 
year of 1929, These figures, he said, 
have a greater significance than 
merely appears on the surface, be- 
cause production costs had been mat- 
erially reduced so that the farm in- 
come went further than it previousiy 
did, The surplus labor of the West 
had been absorbed by the fighting for- 
ces and War industry. One other 
factor in this connection, that was of 
utmost importance, Mr Martin 
thought, “was that the purchases of 
farm machinery were all of the type 
that have a definite saving in produc- 
tion costs, and in no way could be 
placed in the luxury class. 

He also told of the night and day 
production being carried on at the pre- 
sent time in its factory to provide 
the volume of machinery to meet Wes- 
tern Canada requirements, as well as 
keep up on orders of war material. 

The Company was already making 
several types of shells, considerable 
military transport equipment and 
wings for Avro-Anson Aeroplanes.

acted on nevertheless some are, and 
if all towns and villages (we have all 
the cities) were to become members, 
the weight of such numbers would be 
more imposing to the Government.

or, Councillor Gannon, the Secretary- 


Treasurer and the Town _ Solicitor. 
Those of our councillors who have 
never aitended such conventions 


should make a point of attending in 
future in order to see and to partici- 
pate in what goes on. 

I believe that this is the first of our 
conventions the Premier has attend- 
ed, His address dealt mainly with co- 
operation, The Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, Mr Maynard, dealth almost 
entirely with the National Housing 
Act, which as is well known has nevy- 
er come into operation in this  pro- 
wince, although in operation in all oth- 
er provinces, The Minister put the 
blame on the mortgage companies in 
that they had taken the stand they 
were unwilling to grant loans under 
the Act till all existing debt legisla- 
tion is repealed, a statement called in 
question by the mortgage companies 
who claimed they would willingly ag- 
ree to any reasonable debt legisla- 
tion which is competently and fairly 
made and free from political inter- 
ference, However one may differ with 
the views of the Premier and_ the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs it has 
to admitted that it is a pleasure to 
meet them socially, 

Mr Paul A. Brecken, a Calgary 
school teacher, gave an address whieh 
was well received.

SAWFLY MENACE 


Extensive sawfly infestation is 
threatening the wheat crop of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and southwestern Man- 
itoba, according to Dr C. W. Farstad 
of Lethbridge, assistant entomologist 
in charge of sawfly investigation for 
the prairie provinces. 

The sawfly lays its eggs inside the 
grain stem. The larva feeds inside 
the stem of the wheat from early 
July until just before the wheat is 
ready to cut. At that time it gir- 
dles the stem from inside, just above

CANADA'S 
UKRAINIANS 


By HON. R. F. McWILLIAMS 
e 


Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba 

An address delivered, from Winni- 
peg, as the introduction to the first 
broadcast in the “Canadians All” ser 
ies of radio programs— sponsoted by 
the Director of Public Information in 
co-operation with the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. 

In all the other provinces there are 
only between 30,000 and 40,000 peo- 
ple of Ukrainian stock, but in the 
Prairie Provinces they number near- 
ly 250,000, and in Manitoba, constitute 
over 12 per cent of the population 
From among them have come several 
members of the Legislatures of each 
of the three provinces and at least one 
member in the Dominion House. Well, 
who are these people? 

To begin with there are some 
40,000,000 of them in Europe, mostly 
in south-western Russia, but 4- or 
5,000,000 in that part of Poland which 
has *been temporarily taken control of 
by Russia. They lived in that area 
for much more than a thousand years. 
In the time of our Anglo-Saxon fore- | 
fathers, they built up a great kingdom | 
around the beautiful city of Kiev, the 
first Slav nation to reach a high stan- 
dard of civilization. For three centur- 
ies this Slav people maintained a 
rich and flourishing state, deriving 
its wealth from trade and from the 
cultivation of the black earth soil 
which makes it the most fertile part 
of Eastern Europe. The city of Kiev, 
built on hills rising 300 feet from the 
plain, boasted 400 churches and 8 mar- 
kets. 


But these people were unfortunate, 
politically, in having settled on an 
open plain without any natural de- 


fences against the more warlike peo 

ples who surrounded them on all 

sides, In the 18th century their capital 

was destroyed by the Mongolian Tar- 

tars and ever land has 

been the battleground of rival em- 

pires. On the east and north were the 

Tartars, the Great Russians, the Lith-

Wants Canned Meats— 

“And our diet today is dull, a mat- 
ter of real concern, It’s not enough to 
have foods high in nutritional value. 
We must have tasty foods served as 
colorfully as possible. We must have 
that to keep up morale.’ 

Lord Woolton is hoping for quan- 
tities of canned meats and fish fromm 
United States to put the “kick” back 
in British eating.

Experimental Farms 

When land was new and wheat 
comparatively high in price, the 
practical farmer paid little attention 
to the scientific agriculture of the so- 
called white collar farmer. Now that 
we are being overrun by weeds, our 
soils suffering from erosion and 
wheat is in the doldrums, the import- 
ance of greater efficiency and regard 
for permanent fertility is accepted. 

If all the knowledge accumulated 
at experimental farms could be ap- 
plied to the farming industry, farmers 
would be much more and 
farms in much better condition to 
hand over to the next generation. 

New and improved varieties are ac- 
cepted readily. The wheat stem rust 
problem was solved almost over- 
night, not merely through the de- 
velopment of rust-resistant varieties, 
but because farmers accepted them. 

Weed, soil drifting and water ero- 
sion problems could be solved in a 
similar manner if full use were made 
of information available at experi- 
mental farms and stations. The gap 
between agricultural knowledge and 
agricultural practice is far too great. 
Much is being done to reduce this 
gap by agricultural representatives 
and extension workers, but real prog- 
ress depends upon the interest of the 
farmer himself. 

Harvest will be upon us in a month. 
Before then, wise men and women 
will organize picnic groups for a day 
at the nearest experimental farm, 
and will not miss the regularly 
organized field days. Group visits 
provide for exchange of ideas and 
economize the time of experimental 
farm staffs.

Smear the horses and cat- 
tie with an old sock or something of 
that kind, being particular to 
the legs, breast and so forth, Mr Yan- 
ik claimed that it kept away sand 
flies and mosquitoes as well as “bull- 
dogs.”
